(If you have a son or daughter, 
take him or her there one day. 
Let them see the museum which 
is where the theater was, And 
then walk across to the old red 
brick house.

nual audit by a certified public 
accountant from outside the coun- 
ty and stipulates that the first 
audit ‘“‘shall be completed as soon 
as possible, but not later than 
May 1, 1959.” 


The first audit would be ‘‘for 
a period of not less than two 
years preceding the effective date 
of this act.” 


All audits performed under the 
act would be inspected by the 
Jackson County grand jury and 
would be available for inspection 
“by residents of Jackson County 
and any other person who has 
any interest therein.” 


Sol. Gen. Alfred Quillian, who 
serves with Judge Clinkscales in 
the Piedmont Judicial Circuit, 
said it is his duty to prosécute 
in disbarment trials in the cir- 
cuit. one 


“Any citizen can initiate dis- 
barment proceedings by filing a 
petition—a sworn statement— 
setting out charges,” he said. 

Quillian said that once such a 
petition is filed with him, he is 
required to file it with the court. 

The defendant in disbarment 


cases can file an answer pro- 
testing sufficiency of the charges, 


~Quillian said, and if his answer is 


upheld, the petition is thrown out. 
GOVERNOR SELECTS 


It is the governor’s duty to name 
a judge from outside the circuit 
to preside over disbarment pro- 
ceedings involving a judge, Quil- 
lian said. 

The defendant in such a case 
would have the right to trial by 
jury in his own county or trial 
by the presiding judge. 

The citizens committee has 
charged that Judge Clinkscales 
flagrantly obstructed justice by 
his abrupt dismissal of the jury. 
Clinkscales dismissed the charge 
with the declaration the jury was 
“just a hot political grand jury.”

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Police Dept. Shifts 
Are a Wise Move 


Wholesale transfers within the uni- 
form division of the Atlanta Police De- 
partment, announced yesterday by Chief 
Jenkins, are a logical development follow- 
ing the major scandal in which four pa- 
trolmen have been indicted on burglary 
charges. 

Although the chief calls it a “routine 
move,” it is the largest shift in the depart- 
ment’s history. It involves moving the 
entire morning watch, replacing the_of- 
ficers thus assigned with more experi- 
enced officers formerly on the evening 
watch. It gives new assignments to of- 
ficers whose morale reportedly had been 
low because of long service in present 
positions. 

The chief is right in taking this dras- 
tic step. Transfer of officers on regular 
schedules not only makes for better law 
enforcement but gives individual police- 
men a better understanding of the total 
enforcement problem. It reduces the op- 
portunities for temptation and lessens 
feelings that favoritism is being practiced. 


The police scandal, of course, reflects 
on the department. But the majority of 
the force is untainted and personnel on 
the whole are dedicated to doing a good 
job. There are deficiencies in numbers and 
salaries need to be further improved. 


Members of the Citizens Crime Com- 
mission, now studying law enforcement 
and Atlanta’s crime rate, pointed out only 
recently that the community will receive 
the kind of police protection it is willing 
to pay for. More policemen and better pay 
for the force must come from taxes. Un- 
less the community is willing to pay those 
taxes, the city is forced to get along on 
what it can afford. 


While pressed to make up deficiencies 
for which there has been a lot of nagging 
criticism, the city finds itself limited as 
to tax sources and threatened with a leg- 
islative act which -would set a ceiling on 
the major source—property. In police 
protection and all other city services, in- 
cluding schools, we cannot have maxi- 
mum in services with a minimum of pub- 
lic support. 

Meanwhile, Chief Jenkins’ decision on 
a major policy change regarding transfers 
should lead to better morale and better 
enforcement.

Signing of Honesty Bill 
Is Milestone for State 


Gov. Vandiver’s signing of the sweep- 
ing honesty bill puts the official stamp 
on a turning point in the caliber of state 
government, 

Wrongdoing during the past adminis- 
tration flourished to such an extent that 
the need for legal barriers to recurrences 
became crystal clear. 

The new law, among other things, es- 
tablishes a strict code of ethics for state 
employes. It prohibits state officials and 
employes from doing business with the 
state. 


In short, certain practices that were 
morally wrong are now legally wrong. It 
is a sad commentary on the past conduct 
of state government that such legislation 
should be necessary. But the shocking dis- 
closures that have been made, with indi- 
cations of others yet to come, are reason 
enough for the new law. 

All Georgians have a stake in seeing 
that its provisions are enforced and that 
the state never again is the victim of 
conditions such as those which led to the 
ry need for enactment of the honesty
